Drying Herbs for Future Use. 

Herbs that are to be preserved should 
be collected as soon as they begin to 
flower and ona dry day after the dew 
and moisture dcposited on them have 
@vaporated. It is better to dry them in 
the shade, in a situation where they are 
ta » current of dry air, rather than in aj 
heated room or by direct exposure to the 
gaysof thesun. In the tatter case they 
will lose much of their green color, 
which will affect them «unfavorably it | 
Antended for sale, and, while they should | 
be dried quickly to preserve their aro- 
mutic qualities, it should be done jn such 
mwas as to retain their color as well. | 
Tho same rule will apply to roots, which

It is not much over a month new until 
the Calgary Agricultural show will be 
due to open. Probably there never has 
been atime in the short history of this 
new agrivultural country or any other 
Dew coupiry when it was es important 
for the farwere to make a united effort to 
give an exhibit of the produce of the 
country, which qill fairly aud squarely 
represent the capabilities oi the country 
for the production, especially of cereals. 
Certain things are now pretty generally 
admitted about this country by all who 


know anything at ail of ite churacter 
Few who hw’ « read or heard of us wall 


deny now iiat it is the best vrazing 
country in the world ; the rich quuiity of 
the grass being beyond dispute, that it is 


abundant and cures perfectly on the 
stock, remaining gappy and nutritious 
all winter cannot be denied. There is 
pure water everywhere and the climate 
temperate is now known to very many 
abroad, These facts being generally re- 
cognized there remains no doubt of chis 
being a country well adapted for the pro- 
duction of butter aud chees., but on ine 
question of pian crops mos peopie who 
visit us are sceptical, This disbelief is 
not the result of anything existing in the 
country, but is the result of persistent 
lying by those interested in other parts 
of the world. Scores of the sturdy, intel. 
ligent farmers of Ontario and,Quebec got 
the cobwebs brushud from their eyes 
when they visited the country in June 
and were shown the grain grown last 
year and the growing crop of this year. 
But there are stil] thousands of our own 
people in Canada who have but little 
idea of this rich ayricaltural conntry. 
The C. P. RK. company are going to send 
an excursion train to Calgary, leaving 
all points on the C, P. &, and Grand 
Trunk and several smaller railways in 
the cust on the 24th of “eptember. ; ‘This 
will bring the excursionists bere ubout 
the Ist of October, their tickets being 
gooa for 40 days from start to finish, they 
wili have plenty of time to visit Gunfl 
and get back here for our agricultural 
show on the 9th and 10th of October. 
Providence has favored Calgary thi- 
year, vol above other years oy any 
means, bat above uther places, It is the 
bounden duty and interest of eyery 
farmer to let the world know what is be- 
ing dove and what can be done in crops 
about Calgary. Every man who owne 
a foot of land anywhere in the distict is 
interested in having ‘be country fijled 
up by an industrious class of farmers 
The present owners wiil have the value.

Blectric Light Meeting. 
(From Thersday's Daily. 


The Calgary Herald The meeting convened by the Mayor 


on requisition of a larye number of rate- 
tt ia the Fire Hall last night, wasa 
jarge and representative one, His Wor- 
ship Mayor Marsh presided and the city 
clerk, Mr. E. P. Davia, acted as secretary. 
ts | ‘The Mayor read the requisition on which 
he had called the meeting. He then read 
a statement showing what had been done 
by the Council inthe tmatier of P. A. 
Prince's request for the privilege of put- 
ting up poles, at the various ineetings uf 
the Council from the 27th of June when 
the matter was firet brought before ihe 
Council in a formal manner. down to the 
present, He gave a statement of the 
theones brought forward by those oppo-e! 
to allowing Mr. Prince to go on, both in 
regard to the pole nuisance and the 
dangerous character of the alternating 
system propose? by ‘ty new company. 
The Mayor read copious extracts from 
several papers, showing the result of ex- 
periments and investiyations made in 
new York as to the power of electricity to 
destroy life, also showing that the Stat. 
ot New York had abandoned the ase of 
electricity as a means for the execation of 
criminals, because of its inefficiency, and 
that, 1000 to 1,5000 boite had pursed 
through a human body without producing 
death. He read also from the “Chicago 
Timer”’ of 11th August t> prove that ihe 
number of deaths of those who were struck 
by ligatning were but few, that in most 
cases it resulted in a state of como. which 
only lasted for a limited period, according 
to the intensity ut the shock. The Mayor 
gaye his view of the impracticatiiity of 
putting all the poles on the lanes, esvvcial 

ly ax there were only three lanes north of 
the track und two svuth of it. He then 
called upon the meubers of the ‘Jonncil 
who voted ayainst introdacicg the bs -law 
at last meeting, to explain. Mr. Mur- 
doch was not present when first culled 
on, and Messrs. King and Bannerman 
said they were entitled to firet hear their 
uccusers, 


Mr. Costigan then as one of the signers 
of the requisition to the Mayor to cal! the 
inceting, spoke at some length. He point: 


ed out that these councillors had not been 


asked bv the motion of the Mayor and 
Couacilior Orr to pass the by-law, but to 
allow it to be introduced for discussion, 
and that under the circumstances it would 
not have been passed that night, He 
thought they should explain why they 
would not ullow the introduction of the 
by-law. 

Mr. Reilly said be too was a siguer of 
the requisition, He understood that the 
Mayor had been beycotted at the lust 
meeting of the Council on thef electric 
light question. That the row the school 
trustees bad made was nothing to the 
electric light fuss. When the Mayor 
cvuld not get any one to move in the mat- 
ter at last meetiny, ke felt like calling oo 
Councillor Orr to sing the doxology or 
Councilior’ Murdoch +o say the Lord's 
prayer. We elected these geatleman la-t 
January to represent us and do the best 
they could forthe interests of the town, 
aud [as a large consumer of light, think 
they should be willing to explain their 
action at last Council meeting, in not :!- 
lowing this important mutter ty come up 
for discussion, He thought it was two 
muck for a little five-year-old town to ve 
putting on more airs than the great ci ies 
of the Continent, in the matter of poles on 
the streets. The right to put up poles 
was veing granted every day in cities 
where there are hundreds of thousands of 
peuple, 

Mr. Lougheed reviewed the case from 
the begianing and said that the resulution 
ot Orr and Fitzgerald passed at the last 
regular meeting to have the clerk prepare 
a by-law and agreement had been sup- 
ported by Councillor Bannerman, The 
speaker stated that Mr, Prince was sup- 
ported by very large capitalists, Mr, 
Prince himselt was a man of substance, 
and that it was not through any objectiso 
on the part of Mr. Prince’s associates. 
heir names did not appear in the agree- 
ment, as he, Mr. Lougheed, hud adyised 
that it would be more convenient to have 
only the one name, The spouker reviewed 
the matter fally, saying that Mr. Prince 
was not asking any monopoly, ete., etc 
Chis and the other speeches being quite

Age for Castrating Cults. 

A period between eighteen months and 
two years is generally pref-rred for horses, 
though arcording to authors, even a much 


ater day may be choven, some British 
veterinarians being accustomed to operate 
as early as ten days from birtn. It is im- 
tnatersal, however, at what precise time 
the operation muy be performed, since it 
wa conceded pomt that the earlier it is 
done the better 

When it is possible to choose the season 
most fayorsble for the operstion, and for 
securing the best chances for recovery, 
the spring or tins early stuve of the fall 
are those to which the operitor should give 
ibe preference, proviaed thy atmospheric 
temperature is moderute und not suscept- 
ible to sulden vuriations, Itis to be re- 
mewberrd that at some periuds of the 
Veer, without urv known or apparent 
cause, a tendency appeurs in wounds to 
take on gangreous or septicemic compli- 
cations, which are not so generally 
ebserved in the mild weather or spring or 
early fall, Another essential condition 
which surgeons wili do well to consider, 
is the general health of the subject, as in 
all cases of surgical interterence any di- 
seased tendency already existing (perhaps 
latent) in the patient, such as an anemic 
condition, a gourdy predisposition, or 
typhoid sueceptibility, are hkely to give 
rise to the evelopment of serious and per 
haps fata: sequel to the operation.

‘The Gau thes or Guassos of Chili break 
their coli. with the lasso; their skill in 
the use ot this instiument is extraordin- 
ty, and it is a weapon of great power in 
their hands, In the war of the Indepen- 
dence they never failed to dismount cav- 
alry with it or to throw down the horses 
of those who came within their reach, 
There isa well authenticated sory of 
eight or ten Gauehos who had never seen 
a piece of artilery until one was fired at 
them in the streets of Buenos Ayres. 
Notwethstanding the fire uhey galloped 
fearlessly up to it, threw their lassos 
over the cannon and by their united 
strength fairly overturned it. The idea 
of being thrown, let the horse do what 
it hikes, kever enters the head of a Gau- 
cho. A good rider, according to Sinn, is 
a man who can manage an untamed colt, 
or who, if his horse falls, alights unhurt 
on his own feet. Mr. Darwin says be 
heard a man betting that he could throw 
his horse down twenty times, and that 
nineteen out of these he would not fali 
himself, A. Gaucho was seen riding a 
very stubborn horse, which three times 
reared so excessively high as to fall back- 
wards with great vielence.

Agricultural Education. 

When the results which may be ac- 
complished, andin many instavces are 
avoomplished, by trained wen are taken 
into consideration, there syn be no ques- 
tion of the vaiue of «pevial agricultural 
education to those who desire to qalify 
themselves for deriving the preatest 
protit from the products of the soil. 
The man whose practical farm training 
is supplemented by a scientific know- 
ledye of everything with which he has to 
deal in growing crops or feeding stock is 
by that knowledge better equipped for 
his business than his neighbor who hae 
enjoyed none of those advantages. This 
is demonstrable common sense, if such 
an expression may be axed. 

There is altousther too much of an ine 
Clination among agricultural people to 
sneer at the idea of education for farm- 
ing, but we believe that this is largely 
owing to the scarcity of men industrially 
educated tor the business. ‘These schou! 
trained farmers are so few that vhen g 
failure is found among them—aad such 
must be expected rizht here ax well 
as in everything else—it creates a wice- 
spread but really groundless prejudice 
against the idea of agricultural college 
education in iteelt. ‘Uhis idea is certain 
to pive way as knewledge of the tacts of 
the case increases, 

The people have had really no oppor- 
tunity of knowing just what agricutinral 
schoo! training will accomplish, ‘hough 
we have had 48 schools devoted pri- 
marily to agriculture, the usual curri- 


‘culum includes so inuch else that many 
attend without any idea of inquiring ints | - 


the underlying principles of farming. 
There are also about forty other inssi- 
tutions which are supposed to teach ag- 
riculture incidentally, It is eniimeted 
thut in all these schools there are prob- 
ably five thousand students preparing 
themselves eapeciaily tor high clase 
farming. ‘There seems to be an impetus 
in this direction just now, und this toral 
will no doubt be largely increased in the 
next few years, all of which posta tra 
tume when this kind of education will be 
regurded altogether differently by the 
public ten years hence, and we make this 
prediction without any hesitation what- 
ever —Nationa] Stockman and farmer.

The Way to Make Pickles. 

To make ripe cucumber sweet pickles 
by the gallon: Gather the cucumbers a+ 
soon as they turn yellow, for it allowed 
to lie more than a few days, they grow 
spongy and lifeless. Peel half length- 
wise, aud scrape free trom seed and pulp. 
If large, balve again across the diameter 
and cut cach quarter into inch wide, 
lengthwise strips. Put two quarts of 
sharp cider vinegar into a porcelain ket 
tle and bring toa boil, Fill the vine- 
gar with cucumbers and _ boil till the 
strips can be pierced with a straw, per- 
haps eight minutes, Skim the pickles 
into a jar, draining well before removing 
from the kettle, Again fill the hot vine- 
gar with the ripe cucumber sections and 
so continue till the jar is full, adding 


mere vinegar to the kettle, in which to] j. 


cool them if necessary. For every three- 
gallon jar of cucumbers, allow one cup- 
of mixed spices; ginger, cassia, cloves, 
allspice in equal proportions, and mus- 
tard and pepper in half quantity. Tie 
into a bag holding twice the bulk of this 
cupfal, for spice swells much with boiling. 
When all the cucumbers have been cook- 
ed, throw out the liquor in the keitle 
and refill with two quarts of freshly drawn 
vinegar.

A Serious Accident. 
{From Friday's Daliy.] 


Mr. Kobert Forrester, who has been 
employed for several years in Mr. W, H. 
Cushing's sash and dvor factory, Calgary, 
met with a very bad accident this worn 
ing while at work. Mr, Forrester has 
been in the habit of running the tennon 


machine, no one else having anything to 
do with the working of it, as a usual thing 
but himeejf. This turning, about 7:30 
o'clock, he bad just got through with 
what he wus dGuingand threw the beit 
off to stop the machine, but through the 
momentum of speed at which it was run 
ning, the revolving knives did not stop 
at once. Mr. Forrestes evidently through 
forgetting the fact for the moment, 
which he weli understood, that the 
knives do pot stop at once, appears to 
have attempted to remove some shavings 
from the bead of the machine and al- 
lowed his left hand to come in contact 
with the revolving knives still in motion 
Quicker than thought his hand was 
drawn in between the blades, which are 
placed at a distance of just 3-8ths of an 
inch apart. ‘The consequence was that 
like a flash, the thumb and two fingers of 
the le/t hand were cut to shreds and the 
hand otherwise fearfully iacerated, As 
goon as the accident happened, the young 
man was taken to the house of Mr. Jar 
rett und doctors Lindsay and Rouleau 
ealled in, who immediately dressed the 
hand, He was shortly after removed to 
the house of W. H. Cushing, proprietor 
of the factory, where he is being kind!y 
cared fur, ‘ihe unfortunate young man 
is single and is we believe about 25 year» 
of age, of steady habits and is we!l known 
and respected in town, His mother and 
brothers have a ranch or farmoniy a 
short distance from Calgary.
